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EXCERPT OF LETTER FROM THE SECRETARY 
OF TEE. NAVY TO THE SECRETARY OF WAR. 


This letter shows that the JCS proposal for a 
national intelligence organization had found a ready 
response in Secretary Forrestal, who was anxious to 
"push it vigorously." Secretary Patterson at once asked 
the chiefs of the various War Department intelligence 
branches to give him their views on the subject. He 
included in his request General Magruder of SSU, as the 
next succeeding paper indicates. 
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
